0/iA« Paffage bj Water frem Oftende 

ta Bruges. 

FOUR days and a great part of a 
fifth, fpent in fuch a narrow con«* 
fine as Ostekde^ were enough to 
make any ftranger tired of her bleak 
profpeds, which hardly admit of a 
tree. 

But it is not fuch an eafy matter to 
grow tired of company that we afFe£t->— 
on the contrary, the longer we ftay, the 
Ififii inclined we are to depart y nor is 
there any thing more common than for 
friendlhips to ripen from accidental 
meetings. 

^If any difficulty (hould arife upon 
thatiiead) the befl way to folve it, is to 

purfue 
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purfue the method fuccefsfuUy pradifed^ 
by my fellaw-traveller and me: which 
was to prevail upon fome'of them to ac- 
company us a part of the journey :— 
accordingly the fenfible penfioner went 
on with us to Bruges, the polite 

chevalier D'H to Ghent, the lady 

in Vhofe houfe we had experienced fa 
much courtefy, to Brussels, and my 
daughter, of courfe, to the end of my 

obfervationsv 

We took boat at Ostende, and pro- 
ceeded to Sas, where we went on board 
the BRUGEs-barge at three in the after- 
noon, the precife hour of fetting out^ 
after taking leave of the courteous Dr. 
JVI< V , and others who attended' 

us thither. 

The Sas, or fluice which opens icf 
the grand canal, fupplying it with fea- 
water upon the flowing of the tide,, is 
juft I y admired as one ofthefineft, if 

not 
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not the firft work of its kind in Eu- 
rope. 

The beautiful (avp'-^mills, in number 
fixteen f fourteen of which are for 
plainkS) and two for laths) are efteemed 
perfed models in their way : — The ele- 
gant manner of fetting them down in 
rows, fo as to form, as it were, a little 
Tillage of mills, has a pleafmg effeft ; 
and is a certain proof how much we 
are caught with regularity in fome 
works of art. 

The afchite<a of them is ftill living 
— *I had the pleafure of meeting with 
him fo(me days after at Mechlin ; and 
he did not appear to me to be a meer 
mill-wright : — indeed there is fo much 
tafte in thqfe works, over and above 
the mechanical knowledge requifite^ as 
bcfpeak him fomething niore*

I cannot pfecifely dfetcrmihe tHe 
BAimber of tons burden of thofe vellels y 
neither is it material, as they are |iot 
cotiAtu&cd fo much for goods and mer- 
chandiae, as for the accomodation of 
paflengers ; which end is happily effec- 
ted by the genteel and orderly manner 
of conducing them.

Pcrfons of a fober caft, and endued 
with common reflection, whofe budnefs 
or convenience may occafionally make 
them prefer .cheapnefs tp every other 
xoniideration^ muft .jn^^ds be unhappy 
in fuch miferable fociety : — and even 
thofe who glory moft in their native 
freedom, cannot but lament the abufe 
of it, which appears in the general de-

The barge is divided into three parti

and other neceflary furniture : — the 
cabin in the ftern is always referved for 
the ftatcs of the province, and is there* 
fore called the ftates-cabin; and that 
in the head, is for the better fort c^ 
paflengers, or thofe who pay the firft 
price :— the middle, is for infepiors^ 
who pay half-price^ as well as for the

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religious of the mendicant orders, who

They tell you moreover, that there 
are about feventy parochial and conven- 
tual churches : — I can eafily believe it, 
from the aftonifliing number of eccle- 
iiaftics, fecular and regular, which are 
feen in the ftreets; and who abound 
full as much here^ as in any city of the 
Ncthwlands* 

I tell you very fairly, my time was fo 
ihort I faw but little of that once 
flourifhing mart ; arriving there only in 
the evening, and leaving it by nine 
o'clock the next morning ; — fo that it 
was with the utmoft difficulty, in fo 
large a place, that I made fhift to run 
up one ftreet, and down another — to 

pop my head firft into one churchy then 

inta 
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Into another ; — If any of the courteous 
iohabitants did me the honour of 8 h^ 
lute in pajfantj as is very cuftomary ; to 
prefent them with my beft bows in re* 
turn ! — to flep into one fhop, and afic 
ior fiiufF; and into another^ to buy a 
xncmorandum book; with the better 
grace to inform myfelf of the name of 
iiich a place, or fuch an edifice — to 
thank them for their information, and 
to forget both, by the time I had turned 
•the corner of the next ftreetj — with 
many more impertinencies of the fame 
^ind, in the true fpirit of modern tra« 
veiling. 

Yet what little I faw, I liked ; and 
what I liked, I needs nuft commend. 

But before I enter upon any further 
|>articulars refpeding the city ; let me, 
like a faithful guide difembark my rea- 
liers, and convey them, in the moft 
ftgreeiU>le manner, from the barge with- 

G z out 
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out the OsTENDE port, to Myn Higr 
Vandenbergh's at the Corn»Bl6oini 
(Fliur de Bkd) the boufe bfoar deftii^ 
nation. 

At OOT near approach to the landings 
place, I was firuck with the appearance^ 
of about half a dozen fine equipages^ 
which ^ere waiting, as I concluded, for 
fome of the paflengers, 'gentlemen and 
ladies to whom they belonged ; and 
whofe quality I began to take into fur-» 
ther confideration.^ 

As I am confident, ' at leaft, one half 
of my readers would have been of the" 
£ime opinion, fo I ihall not be afhamed 
to acknowledge I was under a wtxj 
great miftake \ and that thofe fame^ 
equipages^ fine as they were, with all 
their carving and gilding, their plate 
gVifies before and behind and on either 
fide J their velvet linings, fringes^ 
and taiTels*— turned out to be only a 

ftajad 
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Aand of hackney coaches ; one of which 
jwas immediately fq^ured for our comu- 
jpany. 

Before you can be admitted within 
4he gates of any city in the. Auftrian 
Netherlands, it is neceflary to anfwer a 
■few lawful queftions; fuch as, Who 
/you are ? whence ypu Qame ? your bu- 
^nefs ? and, in particular, if you have 
any uncuftomed goods F-f-? — Nor ^Tfi 
thofe queftions put to ftrangers only, 
hut tycn the natives of the country^ at 
joften as they jtravel, muft give account 
cf themfelves. 

Jfowevcr difagrceable -fuch interrupM 
tions may be, to people who have been 
Aifed to do as they lift, and to come and 
go as they pleafe ; yet as we don't find 
^his a^uthority is ever abufed., no incon- 
yeniency can pojfibly arife to quiet fub- 
jedts, and harmlefs travellers :— on the 
fOAtrary^ the fecurity of both depends 

G 3 upon 
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upon the rigour of the fiate ; and t$»* 
thid vigilance and uprightnefs of Ihe ma- 
giftracy, and the exemplary lives of the 
clergy, it is owing that their populace 
are far more civilized than ours ; that 
profane fwearing, drunkcnefs, and othtfr 
licentious abominations are dlfcountC'- 
nanced, and knavery crufhed in the 
bud ; and that numberlefs crimes which 
are the growth of free cities, arc very, 
rare among the Flemings. 

As Bruges afforded no novelty to 
any of our party, who had been often' 
there before, fave to my fellow-traveller 
and myfelf ; we chofe rather to walk 
to the inn, than to be ihut up in one^ 
of their fine hacks. 
• 

It IS impoffible for a ftranger not to 
be ftruck with the approaches to the 
city ; the folemnity of the ports, the 
neatuefs of the ftreets, the capaciouf- 

nefs 
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tiefs of the markets ; the venerable 
lifpedls of the churches, monafteries^ 
and public edifices; the ftatelinefs of 
(bme houfes and the elegancy of others ; 
—add to thefe, the univerial tranquility 
among |the inhabitants, that fucceeded 
their jubilee, which ended but tnree 
days before, and you have a faint ide^ 
of what Bruges is. 

What It was, you m^ partly gather 
from the general face of antiquity which 
appears throughout its buildings; the 
thinnefs of its inhabitants, compared 
with its circumference; from its im- 
menie weighing engines, now fallen to 
decay ; from many of its canals over** 
grown with grafs, leading to fpacious 
warehoufes which were once the chief 
repofitories in Europe !— — and from* 
mher circumdances which fufficiently 
denote the nothingnefs of human gran- 
deur, and the viciffitude of huQiaa 
Ihings. 

G4 Yet 
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Yet fuch i^ the wilt of Heaven, t&at 
every fublunary Ikte ihould fufibr 
change ; and that as wife and virtuous 
• men, for the aioft part, have been the 
founders and improvers of cities ; fo 
weak and wicked princes, or their mi- 
nifters, have been deemed fit inftruments 
for their ruin and overthrow* 

But if COMMERCE is fallen among 
them, RELIGION ftill lifts her head ; 
^ and if the number who wait upon the 
altar, can be admitted in teftimony of 
the piety of its inhabitants ; this furely 
may be accounted ^n holy city /-^Priefts 
and prophets in abundance— but not 
one Jeremiah to be found to lament 
over her ! — The truth is, that they of 
all people have the leaft caufe for la« 
fnentacion. 

But 'tis time to take a little notice 
of the Situation of our inn, left wc 
ihould ftrole too far and forget the way
